TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

GOLDEN GATE KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION 

Of the twenty Kindergartens mentioned in the last annual 
report, all but four were wiped out by the fire of April 18-21, 
their equipments lost, and the neighborhoods in which they 
were situated entirely destroyed. The children were scattered 
no one knew where, and no one knew where the families to 
which they belonged, would settle again. The rooms in 
which two other Kindergartens, outside the burned district 
were held, were seized by the authorities for the accommoda- 
tion of refugees, and later given up, on account of an increase 
of rent beyond the power of a Kindergarten treasury to meet. 

With the workers in the Golden Gate Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation, as with every one in San Francisco, there was an 
immediate reaction from the shock and from the depression 
following their heavy losses. A meeting was held on May 
the eleventh, and it was decided to begin immediately the 
work of re-establishing the Kindergartens of the Association, 
beginning in the refugee camps, where the most destitute 
were congregated, and where there was the greatest need of 
humanizing influences, and continuing the work as rapidly 
as neighborhoods became settled again, and as far as funds 
would permit. The first Kindergarten established was in 
the Tennessee Hollow of the Presidio, in a kitchen barracks 
which the military authorities allowed for the purpose, on May 
17th. The second was in the Recreation Grounds of the 
Golden Gate Park, in a tent loaned by the Mt. Tamalpais 
Railroad Company, and this, on account of its beautiful 
surroundings, was the most attractive of the camp Kinder- 
gartens. There were also vacation schools under public 
school supervision, and there was a very pleasant working 
together of primary school and Kindergarten, no vacation 
being taken in this or any of the Kindergartens conducted 
by the Association. The camp was a large one composed 
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for the most part, of Jewish children, amongst whom the 
Eandergartner recognized many from her former class, and 
the attendance was well maintained until the camp moved on 
November 16th, to the cottages at the boulevard on 13th 
avenue, the Kindergarten following immediately, and gather- 
ing together the same children in the lower story of a Uttle 
cottage in the neighborhood. 

In the nei^borhood of the old Hearst Kindergartens a 
class has really flourished under varying kinds of adversity 
since June 18th. It was here that the beautiful Hearst build- 
ing had housed the Kindergartens supported by Mrs. Hearst, 
the Normal Class and Association headquarters. The neigh- 
borhood was completely destroyed by the fire, and the 
building, with its perfect equipment, its library and the 
records of the Association since its organization in 1879, 
went with the rest. But the Latin people who were the resi- 
dents of this district gave proof of the frugality for which 
they have the reputation, by moving back to their old home 
sites, erecting shacks and tenement houses, until, already, 
this portion of San Francisco begins to look Uke the old Latin 
quarters once more. The first home of the new Hearst Kin- 
dergarten was in a tent in the Washington Square camp, 
where the returning population was first sheltered, and in 
this tent, in a neighboring store, and in a camp cottage the 
Kindergarten has been carried on, while a temporary house 
is being built upon the old site. This building is now com- 
pleted and the children can, at last, be comfortably housed. 

On June 25th a class was opened in Lobos Square where 
the ItaHans, Spanish, Mexicans and Porto Ricans were con- 
gregated. This class was established in an unused barracks- 
dining-room, by permission of the Relief Committee, and is 
still in the game quarters. For a short period a class was 
maintained in Camp I of the Presidio, and moved with the 
camp on July 16th, to Harbor View Camp. When the last men- 
tioned camp was closed on November 16th, many of the 
families moved from there to Lobos Square, and the little 
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children of these families were immediately taken into the 
Kindergarten there. At the Speedway, in Golden Gate Park, 
where the indigent and sick were housed, a small but very 
satisfactory class has been carried on since July 16th, supported 
from the fund sent by the Portland Relief, and at the Potrero 
another tent Eandergarten was maintained from July to 
Thanksgiving tune. 

This gives, in brief, the story of the camp Eandergartens 
during the summer and winter. Of the two Kindergartens that 
were not destroyed, the one on 24th and Douglas was opened 
on June 4, and that on 29 th and Mission at the opening of the 
public schools after the summer vacation, each with a fuU 
attendance. With the oncoming of the rainy season, and the 
moving of the camps into winter quarters, a systematic 
search was made for neighborhoods in which the burned out 
people had settled themselves. One of these neighborhoodfl 
was found on the edge of the burned district, on Octavia, 
near Union, and a class opened in a small hall, which, while 
far from satisfactory, judged by the standard of normal times, 
seemed quite luxurious after the rough accommodations of 
the camps. Out on the Mission road, near China avenue, 
quite a new settlement was found, and here, on the edge of 
the city, another class was opened, also in a small hall, this 
one being used at night by an Italian fraternal order. This 
neighborhood, while new, is a growing one, and is a promising 
jfield for a Eandergarten. On the San Bruno road, in a neig^- 
borhood that is similar to the latter, in that it is on the ex- 
treme border of the city, and one that has been populated 
since the ifire, a class will probably be opened in the very near^^ 
future, and three other locations are now being canvj 
with the intention of placing Kindergartens in them, if 
kind of suitable housing can be procured, either by rentii 
or by erecting temporary buildings with the money contril 
uted by the Relief Fund. In the list of permanent Kinder-?^ 
gartens must be mentioned one maintained in the gymnasium ' 
of the San Francisco Settlement Association since its opening 
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in September, this co-operation being very gratif jdng to the 
two Associations. It is hoped that a similar class will be 
opened in the Nurses' Settlement in the Potrero about the 
first of March. 

This prompt movement in re-estabUshing Kindergartens 
in spite of the heavy loss of income, and the almost total loss 
of a large and valuable equipment has been made possible 
by the use of the permanent fund held for the support of the 
Stanford Kindergartens by a Board of Trustees; by the con- 
tinuance of the regular monthly subscription from Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst for the support of the Hearst Kindergartens; 
by the use of the Pope legacy; by a gift of $5000 from the San 
Francisco Rehabilitation Committee of the Relief and Red 
Cross funds; and by a gift of $1000 which came as a surprise 
from the Portland Relief. Kindergartens in other cities 
have contributed their share toward- the restoration of the 
work of the Golden Gate Association, especial thanks being 
due to Miss Abby Nichols of the Reno Kindergarten, to the 
Santa Barbara Kindergartners, to Miss Flora Vandenberg of 
San Francisco, and to Mrs. S. L. Manson, Sr., and Miss Lucy 
Symonds of Boston. Through the courtesy of President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the University of California, the 
burned-out teachers of this Association were included in the 
distribution of the Boston teachers' fund to the teachers 
of San Francisco, and through the courtesy of Mr. Joseph N. 
Teal of the Portland Relief, they were also included in the 
distribution of the Portland Fund. 

From first to last the work has been intensely interesting 
and intensely arduous, calling out the enthusiasm which is 
associated with a pioneer movement, and the desire to restore, 
" to make live again," that has been so strong in San Fran- 
cisco since the fire. It has meant hardship for the Kind- 
dergartners and has required energy, adaptability and 
resourcefulness far beyond that which is caUed for in the 
more perfect work of a regularly organized Kindergarten. 
There is still a great deal to be done in the way of estab- 
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lishing new work, and bringing to a higher standard work 
that has been hastily established, and while the Kinder- 
gartens of the Association now number ten, as contrasted 
with twenty "before the fire," there is reasonableness in the 
hope of a complete restoration of the Golden Gate Kinder- 
gartens.

'*'The Normal School occupied the third story of Hearst Kindergarten Building which 
was totally destroyed by the fire of April 18-21, 1906. This disaster caused a sudden 
cessation of class work and a scattering of the students. Owing to the pressure of 
work in establishing new Kindergartens the class sessions were not resumed. Two 
members of the senior class received special instruction and were graduated in October. 

The school will reopen with the new term. 
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Requirements for Admission. — Applicants for admission 
should be at least 18 years of age, should liavc good firai 
health, a high school education or general scholarship equal 
to it, musical ability, a deep sincere love of children, and 
refinement of character. 

Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting testi- 
monials of successful experience, or those over twenty years of 
age having had some special pedagogical training for the 
work, may enter to complete the course in one year. Their 
continuance, however, depends upon the maintenance of a 
satisfactory standing. 

All applicants must present credential letters testifying to 
their intellectual and moral fitness for the work. 

General Information. — No entrance examination is re- 
quired, but all students are admitted on probation. A per- 
sonal interview with the applicant is desired, but if this is not 
possible, application for admission should be made by letter 
to the principal. 

All students are required to observe or assist regularly dur- 
ing their entire term of study in Kindergartens under the 
Association, and to attend class session three afternoons of 
each school week. 

Students are required to attend the lectures given before 
the Golden Gate Froebel Association, and to attend special 
lectures delivered on afternoons other than those of their 
regular class sessions. 

During each school year, students are assigned to four 
Kindergartens, the change being made at the autumn, winter 
and spring vacations. 

Students will be expected to furnish their own Kindergarten 
materials and books. The entire expense does not exceed ten 
dollars, as everything is furnished at the lowest possible 
rates, which are reduced from the ordinary retail prices by 
special arrangement on behalf of the Normal School. 
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It is expected that all students will be present at the beginning of the tenn. 
If a student cannot arrange to enter until after the class has gone over a portion 
of the year's work, she must begin at the point where she finds it, and to com- 
plete the course with the class, she must, before the end of the year, make up 
all the work she has lost. 

A lack of musical ability does not debar the applicant from taking the 
course, but since music is a part of the daily exercises with the children, a gradu- 
ate who does not possess a true sweet voice for singing or who cannot read 
simple music readily and execute it with expression, must join forces in teaching 
with some person who is musical. 

Letters are frequently received making inquiries in reference to the possi- 
bility of securing places where personal services would pay for personal ex- 
penses. This is impracticable, unless the young woman has very robust health 
and is capable of dispatching work both rapidly and satisfactorily, as the prac- 
tice work in the Kindergarten and the attendance upon class session leave little 
time for such service. 

Boarding places can be obtained by those from a distance for a reasonable 
price. The lowest for respectable surroundings and wholesome fare, is five 
dollars a week. 

PUBLIC KINDERGARTEN CERTIFICATE 

Graduates, by reason of the accredit of Golden Gate Kindergarten Associa- 
tion by State Board of Education, June, 1003, may be granted the public 
Kindergarten certificate by County or City Boards of Education, provided such 
graduates furnish said boards with a recommendation from the Association, 
dated not more than six months prior to the date of application, for such cer- 
tificate.

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' CONSTrrUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 



ARTICLE I. 
Name and Object. 

Section 1 . This organisation shall be called the ' * Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association/' 

Sec. 2. The object shall be the establishment and maintenance of Free 
Kindergartens in San Francisco and environs; the sustaining of a Free Normal 
Training School for Kindergartners and the further promotion of the work 
among needy, neglected children, as fas as possible in pursuance of the ArtideB 
of Incorporation of this Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

Membership. 

Section 1. Any person elected by the Board of Directors becomes a member 
by signing these By-Laws and paying dues as provided in Section 2 of this 
Article. 

Sec. 2. Each member shall pay annually as dues into the Treasury of this 
Association the sum of three ($3.00) dollars. 

Any person who has done special service in the Kindergarten cause, may, 
by vote of the Board of Directors, be constituted an honorary member of the 
Association. 

ARTICLE III. 

Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of fifteen members. Vacan- 
cies in the Board shall be filled by the Board from the members of the Associa- 
tion, and the members so chosen shall be and act as directors until the next 
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annual election of the Board of Directors by the members of the Association. 
Eight directors shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, all of whom shall be chosen an- 
nually by the Board of Directors at a special meeting immediately following 
the election of the Board of Directors, and no notice of such meeting need be 
given. The Board of Directors may, in its discretion, elect an Honorary Presi- 
dent and such number of Honorary Vice-Presidents from the members of the 
Association as they may deem proper. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Meetings. 

Section I. The annual meeting of the members of the Association shall be 
held on the third Monday in January of each year (beginning with A. D. 1904) 
at the office of the Association in the City and County of San Francisco, at the 
hour of 10 o'clock a. m., and at this meeting the Board of Directors of the Asso- 
ciation for the ensuing year shall be elected. Notice of such meeting must be 
given by publishing ten days' notice of same, or by advertising at least one a 
week for two weeks in some newspaper published in the City and County of 
San Francisco, and the first publication of said notice shall be ten days before 
such meeting, or by maiUng a notice to the last known place of residence or 
business of each member at least ten days before such meeting. Twelve mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum at any meeting of the members of the Corporation, 
and the election of officers of the Corporation by a meeting so constituted shall 
be as valid as if made at an election at which a majority of the members of the 
Corporation were present and voted. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the members may be called by the President, 
or by either of the Vice-Presidents, or by six members of the Board of Directors, 
or by twelve members of the Association, and notice of such special meetings 
must be given by publishing ten days' notice of the same, or by advertising at 
least once a week, for two weeks, in some newspaper published in the City and 
County of San Francisco, and the first publication of said notice shall be ten 
days before such meeting; or by mailing a notice to the last known place of 
residence or business of each member at least two days before such meeting. 

Sec. 3. The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Directors shall be 
held at the office of the Association, in the City and County of San Francisco, 
on the second Monday of every month, at the hour of 10:30 o'clock a. m., and 
no notice of such meetings need be given. ' 

Sec. 4. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called by the 
President. 

The President jghall call a meeting of the Board of Directors at the 
ivritten request of three members of the Board. 
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Sec. 5. Reed's Rules of Order shall be the authority of the Assooiation when 
the instructions embodied in the Constitution and By-Laws are not deeded 
sufficient to decide questions of a parliamentary nature. 



ARTICLE V. 
Duties of the Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. Board of Directors. — The duties of the Board of Direetors shall 
consist: 

First — In the general management of the work of the Aasodation. 

Second — In the annual election of the officers of the Association. 

Sec. 2. President — It shall be the duty of the Presi4ent to preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Directors; to appoint all conmiittees not othennae 
provided for by these By-Laws; and to call special meetings as heretofore de- 
tailed. The President shall be ex-officio a member of all standing conmiittees. 

Sec. 3. Vice-Presidents — The Vice-Presidents, first and second in the order 
named, shall, in the absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. 

Sec. 4. Secretaries — It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to keep minutes 
of the proceedings of all meetings of the members, and of the Board of Directors; 
to have the custody of all papers and documents of every description belonging 
to the meeting, and to let none of them be taken from the table without the 
order of the meeting. 

It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to notify the members of the Board 
of Directors of all special meetings at least two days before such meeting, per- 
sonally or by depositing a written notice in the U. S. Postoffice in the City and 
County of San Francisco addressed to each of such members at his or her last 
known place of business or residence, postage prepaid, and such deposit of such 
notice shall be deemed to be service of notice. 

It shall also be the duty of the Secretaries to notify the Chairmen of each 
committee of the duties of such committee and the names of all members con- 
stituting the committee. 

Sec. 6. Treasurer — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all the 
monies belonging to the Association, and deposit the same at such place as 
may be designated by the Board of Directors; to keep an account of all receipts 
and expenditures, and to submit a monthly report of the same at the regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors, and an annual report at the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Standing Committees — Duties of the Same. 

Section 1. There shall be five Standing Committees, viz: Executive Com- 
mittee, Auditing Committee, Visiting Committee, Reception Committee, and 
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Educational Committee; all of which, with exception of the Educational Com- 
mittee, shall report at the monthly meeting of the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. Executive Committee — The Executive Committee shall consist of 
five members who shall be selected annually by the Board of Directors from 
the Board of Directors. All vacancies occuring in the committee shall be 
filled by the Board of Directors. Three members shall constitute a quorum. 
It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to carry on the work of the 
Association in the interim of Directors' meetings, subject however, to all orders 
and resolutions of the Board of Directors. The committee shall report to the 
Board of Directors at a regular or special meeting. 

Sec. 3. Auditing Committee — The Auditing Committee shall be appointed 
annually by the Board of Directors. It shall consist of three members, one of 
whom shall be a member of the Board of Directors. It shall examine the ac- 
counts, reports and vouchers iof the Treasurer, and report on the same when 
called upon by the Executive Committee to do so, and shall examine and report 
on all claims and accounts against the Association previous to their being 
passed for payment. 

Sec. 4. Visiting Committee — The Visiting Committee shall be appointed 
annually by the President. Each Kindergarten shall have its special committee. 
It shall be the duty of the Visiting Committee to visit the Kindergartens at 
least once a month, making critical inspection of the same, and reporting on 
the progress and needs of the work. It shall also be the duty of the Visiting 
Conmiittee to bring before the Board of Directors for their consideration and 
action, any necessary improvements or suggestions in regard to the Kinder- 
gartens. 

Sec. 5. Reception Committee — The Reception Committee shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the President. Chairman of such committee shall be chosen 
from the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of the Reception Committee 
to accompany and welcome to the various Kindergartens, any who may wish 
to visit the same. 

Sec. 6. Educational Committee — The Educational Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of the 
Educational Committee to assist the officers of the Association with counsel 
and advice in matters pertaining to the educational part of the work. 



ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This constitution and these By-Laws may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at any regular meeting of the Board of 
Directors, previous notice of such alteration or amendment having been given 
in writing at the last preceding regular meeting.
